THE MINERS AND THE GOVERNMENT. 


The great aim of the press of the neighboring 
colony,, eagerly seconded by the Barkerville 
bantling, has for some time beento poison the 
mind of the miners against the Government by 
getting up a howl about the new tariff, which 
was to raige tlie price of living so enormously in 
Cariboo, and against the general policy of the 
Governmetit, which was represented as one of 
utter neglect of, if not overt hostility to, the 
rights and interests of the mining community. 
So successfully were. the minds of some of ' the 
miners residing in Victoria operated upon that 
‘we are told many of them, headed by a certain 
gallant Major, picked up their blankets and left 
for parts south of the 49th parallel of latitnde. 
Without pretending to say bow many of the Cari- 
boo miners were silly enough to be diverted by 
such a miserable rise as was sought to be played 
upon them in Victoria last winter by a clique of 
political mountebanks, it is tolerably certain that 
by this time any misapprehension. thus created 
must be thoroughly dispelled. - It is true that in 
the early part of the season prices somewhat high- 
er than usual did rule on Williams Creek ; bat 
that circumstance is solely attributable to a.com- 
bined attempt on the part of three or four mer- 
cantile firms to control the market for spgcula- 
tive purposes, an attempt which although doubt- 
less proving a temporary injury, contribated in 
some measure towards subsequent reduction and 
plenty. But with the unimportant exception al- 
lauded to, the Cariboo market bas been more abun- 
dantly and more cheaply supplied than daring 
any previous season.

However that may be, the tenacious opposition 
the abrogation of that system met with at the 
hands of the gentleman most directly interested 
would scem to warrant the conclusion tha the 
thange would considerably lessen his personal 
income: But, apart from any evidence of a col- 
lateral character, it is quite certain that, gnder 
the present arrangement, and after allowing fur 
the £200 additidnal, there has been a very con-
